(Control) Order, 1955 and other provi- 
sions(ruIcs formulated by the GO\'ERN- 
MENT relating to the said import. The 
IMPORTER further agreed that the confis¬ 
cation proceedings may be initiated by the 
GOVERNMENT at any time before or 
after the completion of export obligation 
period. 

(h) That the IMPORTER is liable for all ac¬ 
tions taken for recovery of customs or other 
duties, penalties, interest, and other liabi¬ 
lities under the provisions of the Custom 
Act, 1962. 

(i) That the IMPORTER further agrees and 
undertakes to abide by all the penal provi¬ 
sions under the Inmort & Export (Control) 
Act, 1947 and Rules framed thereunder, 
the Import & Export PoIicy|Hand Book of 
Procedures and other Rules!Regulations 
governing the matter in case or default, as 
may be decided by the GOVERNMENT, 
which decision shall be final and binding on 
them. 

(j) That the IMPORTER further agrees and 
undertakes to abide by the decisions taken 
by the GOVERNMENT in terms of the pro¬ 
visions contained in Para 368-A(7) of the 
Hand Book of Procedures, 1990-93 with 
regard to the Blanket Advance Licence 
referred to above. 

NOW THE CONDITIONS OF THE ABOVE

for any reason whatsoever, on the written 
demand of the GOVERNMENT wc the 
IMPORTER shall forthwith without any 
demur or without reference to any other 
authority pay to the GOVERNMENT or 
to any officer authorised by the GOVERN¬ 
MENT' in this behalf the sum demanded 
by the GOVERNMENT from the IMPOR¬ 
TER and also to indemnify and Guarantee

(iii) The GOVERNMENT written demand to the 
Importer shall state that the payment is 
demand'd from the IMPORTER under the 
terms and conditions of the aforesaid 
liccnce|BJankct Advance Licensing Scheme, 
including the terras specified hereinabove 
and such above demand by the GOVERN¬ 
MENT shall be final and binding upon the 
IMPORTER, notwithstanding any dispute 
raised by the IMPC®^TER in any forum. 

(iy) That ir the event of the IMPORTER not 
being able to fulfil the export obligation 
undertaken by it as aforesaid, the IMPOR¬ 
TER shall on the Instructions of the 
concerned Jt.jDy. Chief Controller of Im¬ 
ports & Exports, New. Delhi, hand over to 
any agency as the GOVERNMENT (inclu¬ 
ding CCi&E) may nominate, the exempt 
material left unutilised with the IMPORTER 
for disposal in any manner as GO\'ERN- 
MENT deem fit and the amount so reco¬ 
vered by such sale shall be deposited with 
the GOVERNMENT towards the fulfilment 
of the export obligation after deducting the 
normal commission and other expenses in¬ 
curred by the said agency. The decision of 
such Agency as to the sale price v/ould he 
final and binding on the IMPORTER. 

(v) The IMPORTER further undertakes to pay 
in addition simultaneously a sura equivalent 
to the value of import licence referred to 
above or to the extent of goods Imported 
against the said licence whichever is higher 
by wav of liquidated damages to the 
GOVERNMENT and the decision of JCCIt 
DCCI&E shall be final and binding on the 
IMPORTER.

further licences and all other liabilities and 
pcnaUie.s and the consequences under the 
provsions of the Imports & Exports (Con¬ 
trol) Act, 1947, Imports (Control) Order, 
1955, as amended, the Customs Act, 1962, 
the Import Trade Control Regulations and 
any other laws in force that may be decided 
by th.? COVERNIMENT. 

(ix) That the Legal Undertaking and the obliga¬ 
tions of the IMPORTER thereunder shall 
remain ra full force tiU all the obligations of 
the TA.fPORTER are fully discharged to the 
full and filial satisfaction of the GOVERN¬ 
MENT as .specified above and when such 
satisfaction is communicated to the IM¬ 
PORTER.
